BENNETT AT 
BROCKVILLE 
ON DEFENSIVE 


Now Willing For “Fair, 
Just” Trade Pact With 
U. S.A. 


BROCKVILLE, Ont., Dec. 6.—A 
declaration that he was willing to 
conclude a trade agreement with 
the United States on fair and just 
terms was made here last night by 
Prime Minister R. B. Bennett. 

He asserted with emphasis the 
government would “take such ac- 
tion as it was competent to take,” 
when it received the report of the 
commission on price spreads and 
mass buying. 

He stated the “much despised 
legislation” ¢onferring upon the 
government extraordinary powers 
for peace, order and good goyern- 
ment had become “the salvation of 
the newsprint industry.” 

And he also insisted that if the 
establishment of a central bank had 
been left to the Liberals such an in- 
stitution would never have been 
created. In reference to the Central 
Bank he said that, after Fernand 
Rinfret, Liberal member for St. 
James, Montreal, had asked him in 
parliament “why he did not consult 
the bankers,” with respect to the 
Central Bank, the Liberals had 
voted against the government mea- 
sure creating this institution on 
third reading. 

HAD ELECTION SOUND 

The prime minister addressed a 
large meeting in the theatre here 
following the annual meeting of the 
Eastern Ontario Conservative Asso- 
ciation at which he was a guest 
speaker earlier in the day. His 


speech, brief but forcible. was sug- 
gestive of an election utterance. He 


| defended the record of his adminis- 


tration with particular reference to 
its trade policy, and attacked the 
Liberals on a number of counts. 


“SHELTERED MARKET” 

One issue he laid before the 
audience, If the Liberals were re- 
turned to power, he said, it meant 
the end of the 1932 trade agree- 
ments which, he declared, had giv- 
en Canada a “sheltered market in 
the greatest market in the world,” 
that of the United Kingdom. 

On a reciprocal trade agreement 
with the United States he said that 
he was “perfectly willing to make 
a bargain on terms fair and just.” 
“But,” he continued, “I don’t want 
a bargain with any country if I 
have to give away my country for 
the bargain.”

The realities of life hit me an unexpected 
blow today. A friend for whom, and for his 
young family, I have a great affection, is re- 
ported to have developed religious mania and 
to be acting queerly. He is a victim of the 
over-prolonged depression and of continued 
defeat in efforts’ to make a 
living for himself and family. 
He's reported to be sitting at 
home now waiting the 
second coming of Christ, an- 
gered if anyone makes an 
effort to attend to the duties 
of today. 

This is the second of my 
acquaintance within three 
weeks—neither of them men 
who pursued religion in their 
normal life. Both were out 
ot doors men and athletes. The first had a 
national reputation as an athlete. He surprised 
his friends by suddenly breaking in the middle 
of his normal affairs by announcing that “The 
beast is coming. He's on his way here from 
Japan. All we can do is kneel and pray.” The 
doctors, fearing lest his mania should suddenly 
fill with danger for those near him, advised his 
removal to a mental institution. 

Certainly in one case, if not in the other, 
these mental breakdowns can be charged up 
against those who are responsible for this man- 
made depression. Men of naturally happy tem- 
perament, untrained in resisting the encroach- 
ments of worry, seem to fall easiest victim. The 
wife and children of this near friend of mine 
will not want for shelter and care, but nothing 
but a change of environment, careful mental 
comradeship and a help towards self-help will 
keep their bread-winner from becoming a per- 
manent victim and a charge upon the public. 

This is one of the reactions of the “sound 
money” era that evades our economics and 
shocks us when it obtrudes into close recogni- 
tion. Yet there must have been hundreds of 
cases like this, unnoted and unrecorded.

I hope I shan't be considered as going the 
way of my friend for quoting as a statement of 
absolute truth the Biblical dictum “As a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he’—save that the 
heart is not the organ of thought. We are what 
our thoughts and emotions make us—either 
victims of or conquerors over fear, hate, worry, 
envy, jealousy, passion, greed and anger. More 
than food or clothing, money or environment 
do these make or break us. Mental complexes 
and fixations lie at the root of half the bodily 
as well as most of the mental illnesses of today. 


Work is the common regulator of the vast 
bulk of mankind. Without work to occupy the 
mind and tire the body, and lacking knowledge 
of the vast power for harm of stagnating men- 
tal and emotional states, people such as my poor 
friend sustain injuries which they hide from 
friends. 

A Supreme Court judge in Quebec last week 
—and outside of their knowledge of law, judges 
can perpetrate more shallow nonsense than any 
other class in the community—said a very silly 
thing. It’s so silly I won't affront the intelli- 
gence of readers of this column by pointing it 
out. I'll quote from the Canadian Press de- 
spatch the remarks of Mr. Justice Langlais in 
sentencing sixteen rioters from Noranda mines 
to two years apiece in the penitentiary at hard 
labor, to be followed by deportation. He said: 

“We welcome strangers to this country, 
give them work and pay them good wages. 

Instead of being grateful, you wanted to 

start trouble in this region which is destined 

to a great future.” 

If you don’t see an appalling untruth in the 
clause on which the sentence is predicated, ask 
some chap from a celibate rest camp to help 
you find it. 

Nothing in the above criticism is to be con- 
strued as opposition to the efforts the Supreme 
Court judges of Canada are making to secure 
pensions for their widows in addition to the 
superannuation extended to themselves on re- 
tirement. Every man should be entitled to 
superannuation in the evening of his life, and 
every widow in need should be entitled to claim 
a pension, whether the breadwinner is a four- 
hour-a-day $10,000-a-year judge or an eight- 
hour-a-day track laborer.

Inexpensive Beef 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Many housewives who are forced to prepare 
food for large families, but whose incomes are 
limited, often leave meat out of the diet two or 
three days in the week and substitute some 
Starchy food in its place. Potatoes, beans, or 
macaroni and cheese should not be considered 
meat substitutes, and if used 
at all should be taken at some 
meal in the day which will 
not interfere with the meat 
or protein meal. Here are 
some suggestions for those 
who wish to use meat once a 
day and still keep the cost to 
the minimum. 

Brisket and rump are the 
cheapest cuts of beef meat, 
and may be prepared in a 
wholesome manner by boil- 
ing. The meat shouldbe tied up to preserve its 
shape, put into boiling water, plenty of vege- 
tables added, and allowed to simmer gently 
until done. 

Round steak may be prepared by being 
broiled or pan-broiled if properly hammered to 
break up the connective tissue. For pan-broil- 
ing the fat should be removed and the steak 
cooked in a dry pan, the meat being turned 
every second or two so that it is singed each 
time but not overly burned. Round steak may 
also be prepared into what is called a Salisbury 
steak. All fat and gristle are removed from the 
meat and it is run through the meat grinder. 
This ground beef is then formed into patties 
one-half to an inch in thickness, placed in a dry 
pan, and baked in a hot oven for about five 
minutes. I believe this is the most nutritious 
and healthful way to prepare any kind of beef 
meat, no matter what price you pay for it. 

Please observe that round steak, next to 
rump and brisket is the cheapest meat in the 
market, most of the time selling around twenty- 
five or thirty cents a pound. When round steak 
sell at this price, sirloin steak is higher per 
pound, and with more waste, both in bone and 
fat. 

Sirloin steak should be cooked by either 
broiling under the fire, or by pan-broiling. A 
porterhouse steak is something like the sirloin, 
but costs more. This is just a “choice” cut be- 
cause there are less of them to the carcass. 
Expensive steaks are all right for those who can 
afford to pay the price, or for those who wish to 
entertain and make an impression, but the 
higher priced steak is in no way superior in 
food value to the round steak. 

Many of my patients who can well afford 
to pay for the more expensive cuts of beef have 
now learned to use round steak purely because 
they enjoy its flavor. 

One must not confuse the ground round 
steak with the ordinary hamburg sold in the 
shops. Although hamburger meat may be per- 
fectly wholesome when made entirely from 
good pieces of meat, it nevertheless usually 
contains a large amount of fat and is not aS 
easily digested as the ground round steak from 
which all fat and gristle have been removed. 
One pound of round steak usually makes enough 
Salisbury steak for three people, as there is 
about a quarter of a pound of fat, gristle and 
bone to be removed, This leaves a quarter of a 
pound apiece for each, which is usually enough 
meat for the day. The cost, therefore, is about 
ten cents a person, and a few cerits more apiece 
will supply all the salad and cooked non-starchy 
vegetables needed to make a well combined and 
nutritious meal. :

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: N.W. writes: “I am so weak 
that I cannot take a bath. When I get into the 
tub I have no strength to lift myself out. Yet 
I enjoy being clean. Would showers do me just 
as much good?” 

ANSWER: It is not necessary to get into a 
tub to take a good bath. Shower baths are 
excellent. Another good way is to take a wet 
towel and rub the body all over, using soap if 
it seems necessary, but soap is not usually re- 
quired unless you are doing work which makes 
the body dirty from outside. Sponge and shower 
baths are the best kind of baths for anyone to 
use. 

QUESTION: Mr. O. M. R. asks: “Is a dropped 
stomach the same as prolapsus? What is ptosis? 
Can fallen organs be cured?” 

ANSWER: A dropped stomach is the same 
as prolapsus. The term ptosis also means pro- 
lapsus. The prolapsus may be most marked 
with the stomach, the intestines, or all of the 
organs may have fallen. The cause is a weak- 
ening of the abdominal muscles. The cure con- 
sists of strengthening the muscles and exercises 
taken on the Slanting Board are effective in 
raising the organs back to a more normal posi- 
tion. If any adhesions have formed which are 
hinding the organs, these must first be broken 
loose by manipulative treatment. If you are 
interested, write and secure two articles on 
Prolapsus, together with the exercise instruc- 
tions, and a dietetic regimen to follow.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date (December 6th) in 
1749 there died at Montreal the 
greatest of Canadian-born ex- 
plorers—Pierre Gaultier deVar- 
ennes, Sieur he Ja Verendrye. 
Born at Three Rivers, Nov 17, 
1685, he was the son of Rene 
deVarennes, governor of Three 
Rivers and his wife who was a 


daughter of. Pierre Boucher, a 
former governor and the founder 


of the illustrious deBoucherville | 


family. Pierre served in the 
French army in Canada and New- 
foundland, taking part in the cap- 
ture of St. Johns in 1705, and was 
then called to France where he 
fought and was wounded at Mal- 
plaquet. 

Returning to Canada he en- 
gaged in the fur trade and inspir- 
ed by the stories told by the 
Indians, decided to explore the 
west. He was refused financial 
aid by the French king, but fin- 
ally secured money from a syndi- 
cate of Montreal merchants on 
condition that they should have 
all the profits. He left Montreal 
in 1731 and established three 
trading posts west of Lake 
Superior—Fort St. Pierre on the 
Riviere de la Reine (Rainy River) 
Fort St. Charles on the Lake of the 
Woods and Fort Maurepas at the 
mouth of the Winnipeg river, suf- 
fering a terrible disaster on June 
8, 1736 when his eldest son, Jean 
Baptiste, Father de la Touche and

19 Voyageurs were massacred on 
the Lake of the Woods. 

The spot where Winnipeg now 
stands was reached September 24, 
1738, and ascending the Assini- 
boine, he built Fort La Reine, 
where is now Portage la Prairie, 
Early in the spring of 1739 he 
sent north Francois, one of his 
sons, who discovered lakes Mani- 
toba, Dauphin, Winnipegosis, and 
built a fort on Lake Dauphin. 
Two of his sons, Francois and 
Louis, were the first white men to 
see and ascend the Rocky mount- 
ains, on January 12, 1743. 

But that year Verendrye’s enter- 
prise was wrecked by the rapac- 
ity of his Montreal backers. He 
returned to meet them face to 
face but they bled him white. Ten 
years of worry followed, kicking 
his heels around the offices of the 
sharks who swallowed his ad- 
venture and broke his heart. 


.There was no more exploration 


for Verendrye and he died in 
poverty. 

After his death his merits were 
recognized. He was buried in 
Notre Dame church, Montreal, but 
it was not until this year that he 
was honored by a monument at 
Three Rivers, his birthplace, as a 


| feature of its tercentenary cele. 


brations. He was the true Cana- 
dian pathfinder of the west. His 
predecessors were French born; 
his successors were mostly Scots; 
but few had the wide vision of 
the Sieur de la Verendrye.

FALSE TEACHING? 

Editor Bulletin: One hears a 
lot these days about the ruinously 
low price of farm produce, This 
seems to apply particularly to 
wheat and livestock. Live cattle 
seem to be the lowest priced nro- 
duct that the farmer produces. 
Everybody is agreed that some- 
thing should be done about it. 
The Government of the prai-‘e 
provinces have even spent hun- 
dreds of thousancso do lars qu.te 
recently on a cattle buying pro- 
gram that apparently is not much 
better than a straight waste of 
money. 

At the same time the Alberta 
department of education, in com- 
pany with the same departments 
of s¢veral other provinces of 
Canada, under the pretense of 
teaching physiology and hygiene, 
are really carrying on vegetarian 
propaganda in the public schools. 
On page 56 of Canadicn He ith 
Scries Public School Physiology 
and Hygiene, fig. 40 and 41 are 
p'ctures of a Roman and Japanese 
soldier, The impression that 
is intended to gct from these two 
pictures is that the Roman was 
the world’s best fighting man in 
his day because he was Pp vege- 
tarian, This is a fake and a false 
impresson because while the 
Roman soldier is supposed to have 
carried an emergency ration of 
dricd grain it was only used when 
they could not get sufficient meat 
to supply their needs. 

As for the Japanese soldier he 
has never as yet been tested un- 
der modern war conditions, in the 
face of first class western troors 
with good officers and equipment, 
so it is not known whether his 
diet of rice makes a good s dier 
of him or not. 

The Japanese navy which is the 
ma'n arm of their defensive ma- 
chinery uses the same ration as 
the British navy does, which con- 
tains a very generous allowance 
of meat, 

On page 57, fig. 42 gives a mus- 
cular endurance chart showing 
vegetarians to be nearly five 
times as strong as meat eaters, On 
page 57 they give an account of 
a seven day walking race of 372 
miles. Two vegetarians were 
supposed to have won this race, 
and beaten the fastest flesh eater 
by twenty-two hours. Evidently 
there was not any good walkers 
in full training in this race, 

No names are mentioned of the 
place, time, or the country in 
which the race took place so this 
particular item is undoubtedly 
rubbish and the same thing with- 
out doubt applys to the walking 
race of 12444 miles also mentioned 
on page 57. They deal at consid- 
erable length with the success of 
the Finnish runner Kolehmainen 
who won the marathon race in 
Ed'nborough in 1912 and did very 
well at the Olympic games at 
Stockholm, Sweden in the same 
year. 

They make absolutely no men- 
tion of any of the outstanding 
world athletes that were meat 
eaters and distinguished them- 
selves either previous to or after 


the time of Kolehmainen. They 
gave a test supposed to have been 
made by Professor Irving Fisher 
of Yale University, showing that 
vegetarians who were not ath- 
letes had superior muscular en- 


durance over athletes who ate 
meat. 
This particular item proves 


itself to be false because every~ 
body knows that if Yale Univer. 
sity had any such remarkably 
outstanding men as these vege- 
tarians are supposed to have been, 
they would have very soon made 
athletes out of them. 

They go on then and give every 
known objection against the use 
of a meat diet and they do this 
in spite of the fact that the 
world’s greatest statesmen, sol- 
diers, athletes, most beautiful 
women, the most successful finan- 
cers and business men, have, 
with very few exceptions been 
fairly heavy meat eaters, 


The nations of the world that 
are the most successful in war, 
commerce, colonization and demo- 
cratic self government are those 
nations populated by the people 
who are fairly heavy meat eaters. 
On the other hand the nations 
that have made the greatest fail- 
ure glong these lines are those 
nations populated by people that 
are predominately vegetarians. 

There is no doubt but what 
this line of teaching has had more 
to do with bringing about the pre- 
sent depression and causing it to 
continue as it has continued than 
all the commercial and financial 
grafters put together with the 
great war thrown in. 

In 1933 the per capita reduction 
in meat consumption in Canada 
was 11 pounds. This represents a 
tonnage of meat equal to 235,000 
head of cattle and 45,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat or its equivalent in 
coarse grains and hay would have 
been required to produce this 
amount of meat. 

Up to the present there has not 
been a single word of protest 
against this teaching in our 
public schools by any official of 
the U.F.A,, or any member of the 
U.F.A, government, or any mem- 
ber of any stock growers associa- 
tion or farmers organization, I 
wonder why! 

I read quite recently where 
Dr. Geraldine Oakley of Calgary 
had discovered that there was a 
large number of underweight 
children in the Calgary schools 
and that these children were 
fairly evenly divided among fam- 
ilies that could afford to pro- 
vide the necessary diet for the 
said children and the poor people 
where a food shortage might be 
expected, The reason given for 
underweight was too much out- 
door exercise, 

There is not the least doubt 
but what an investigation would 
show that the great majority of 
these children were getting too 
much of the Dr, Oakley's Holly- 
wood diet and not enough old 
fashioned bread, butter, meat and

Gladys Glad Gives Beauty Recipe

The rejection, along with | 
a re-announcément of their deter- 
mination to free themselves of the 
“expensive and unnecessary bur- 
den caused through affiliation with 
the A.A.U. of C.” was handed by 
the B. C. executive Walter Hard- 
wick, C.A.B.A, vice-president, act- 
ing as intermediary between the 
two associations and the parent or- 
ganization 

Meantime, Alberta had drawn up 
a definite program of six points, 
Hardwick said, which the prairie 
association does not wish to be re- 
leased until later. Just what the 
six points are is a matter of con- 
jecture but Hardwick intimated 
the prairie organization is deter- 
mined to have the status of basket- 
ball in relation to the A.A.U. of C.
